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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Board of Education, Plainfield, N. J. 


GENTLEMEN: 


I present herewith my second annual report of the 
public schools of the city of Plainfield. 


The general statistics are as follows: 


Total’enrollment? 2 es 2. ee 6880 
Average enrollment: 0.000000. 6270 
Average. attendance =... = 5832 
Number of teachersves: 242 


The increase in average enrollment is 78 and in 
average attendance 74. The graduating class of the 
High School numbered 169. 


Miss Elizabeth Angell and Miss Cora Cadmus have 
resigned to retire from their duties at the end of the year. 
Miss Angell was the kindergarten teacher for 29 years 
in the Franklin and Evergreen Schools. Miss Cadmus 
served in like capacity for 37 years in charge of the Bry- 
ant School. 


Their resignations were received with regret that 
their faithful and efficient service must cease in our 
school system. Parents, teachers and school officials have 
wished them health and happiness in their years of rest 
so well earned. 


In my report of last year an analysis of the seating 
shortage and part time schooling was made. It is grati- 
fying now to record that your decision during the year 
to add 15 classrooms to the Emerson School will entirely 
eliminate part time. Each pupil will be provided with a 
full time seat. This condition should be of interest to 
parents and pupils; especially since the pupils have been 
inadequately housed for the past 15 years. During those 
years the number of pupils affected has varied from a 
few classes to more than 1,600 in 1922. A persistent ef- 
fort by the Board of Education to overcome this lack of 
schoolrooms has now resulted in meeting the school hous- 
ing needs for a year at least. 
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If the Hubbard School and the new addition to the 
Emerson had not been provided by the co-operative ef- 
forts of the Board of Education, the Board of School Es- 
timate and the Common Council there would be approx- 
imately 800 pupils on part time in September. With 
these rooms I estimate that the school buildings in all dis- 
tricts except the Maxson will, in September, have enough 
surplus seats to accommodate growth for a few years. 
Maxson will be filled to capacity and since it has been 
our most rapidly growing school district, it may continue 
to grow so fast that more space will be needed. This, 
however, can be had at minimum cost as classrooms only 
need be added. 


Our building operations now in process of comple- 
tion are: 


1. Hubbard School at a cost of $410,000 with 17 
classrooms, a gymnasium and an auditorium. 


2. Maxson School addition of an auditorium and gym- 
nasium at a cost of $95,000. 


3. The Emerson addition of 15 classrooms at a cost 
of $175,000. 


Total, 32 classrooms, 2 auditoriums, and 2 gymnasiums. 


These projects represent in total, both of expendi- 
ture and of school space provided, the largest operation 
in school building ever under way at one time in our sys- 
tem. The Hubbard andMaxson Schools are complete 
units well situated for serving increasing populations in 
both ends of the city. They are planned for addition of 
classrooms when more space is needed. 


Certain courses in our High School require shop- 
rooms for manual and fine art subjects. The number of 
pupils selecting these courses has increased so much in 
the last two years that the available rooms have not 
been sufficient to carry on the work properly. We have 
also been adding to the apprenticeship training classes 
in the evening school to such an extent that the limitation 
in shoproom creates a real problem in this department. 
This need is presented to you for consideration. 


- The teachers force has been generally open- -minded 
toward progressive tendencies in education. With this 
open-mindedness there has been a widespread scientific 
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attitude which has been the cause of the beneficial re- 
sults in our classrooms. My observation and study of 
the interest and effort of our teachers confirm my opinion 
that there has been more pupil and teacher initiative 
than ever before in my experience. 


This general adaptation to modern tendencies has 
entailed persistent but interested effort. Probably the 
teaching force has never worked harder than this. year, 
but since their efforts have been directed by an enthusi- 
astic feeling toward their work, I am of the opinion that 
the effort has not been burdensome and that it has been 
compensated by the feeling of interest and success of the 
pupils under their direction. 


The spirit of enthusiasm, initiative, and scientific 
improvement has been more evident and effective in 
some phases of our work than in others. As a record of 
achievement and advancement I am recording the most 
important. 


Directep Pupin ACTIVITIES 


“Pupil independence, originality and initiative must 
be allowed full latitude for development to bring about 
this ideal of training to the point of ability for self edu- 
cation.’’ This quotation is taken from my last report 
under the same topic. Our procedure in developing this 
ideal is designated in the daily school program as a “‘Se- 
lected Activities Period.” During this period any pupil 
may select an activity either along the line of his in- 
terests or that of his needs. | 


This plan has had a marked extension beyond pre- 
vious years. Teachers have developed a remarkable abil- 
ity in effective management of this type of work and 
many of them have been positive in their statements of 
its value in developing better pupil attitude toward the 
school and its work. When I have discussed this phase 
with individual teachers their conclusion recurring the 
most frequently has been, ‘‘I never realized that children 
of this age had so much ability in initiative and self -di- 
rection.” Teachers have been so struck by the results of 
self-directed ability that time and again I have been 
asked to not work done by a pupil or a group in this 
period. 
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The informal atmosphere of this part of the day’s 
work has had a most direct effect on the remainder of the 
day. There seems to have developed a greater self-re- 
sponsibility toward the entire school program. Children 
do not seem to be working for the teacher but for their 
own interests and needs. 


Greater opportunity has been provided the pupils 
to determine their needs by the marked improvement in 
defining the objectives of some studies. The standards 
in achievement are so clearly defined that pupils under- 
stand the goals as clearly as does the teacher. They, 
therefore, are interested in accomplishing these definite 
goals, and, in many instances, do so with astonishing ease 
and rapidity, when compared to the progress which was 
determined formerly by the ability of the entire group 
rather than the individual. 


Progress by this method has been most successful in 
fundamental number work. It has been made possible 
by the careful work of a committee of principals and 
teachers who have thoroughly analyzed the problems of 
number, set up definite practice and test sheets for indi- 
vidual progress, and have checked in practice the opera- 
tion of the method. Credit should be accorded to those 
interested workers for scientific accomplishment in this 
field of school work. 


The informal periods have allowed an opportunity 
for creative expression by the pupils. There has been a 
noticeable increase in the expression of the creative abil- 
ity of the individual. In art and hand work, in English 
and in project work, the results show greater diversity, 
which indicates progress by both pupil and teacher in 
initiation and creation. It is interesting that the kinder- 
gartens have been especially successful in forwarding 
creative art and hand work. 


Prosect Work 


Many teachers have been interested in giving direct 
experiences to their classes for later classroom use in 
project work. Visits to interesting places of commerce 
and industry have been made by teachers and pupils. 
The visits have afforded opportunity for intelligent class- 
room application of this experience to many kinds of 
school activities. 
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There has been a great increase in the number of 
projects that have been fully planned and executed by 
pupils and teachers. Many have been conspicuous for 
their nicety of detail and for pupil and teacher interest. 
The teachers are commended for affording such happy 
educational experiences to their pupils. 


MANUAL AND FINE Arts 


The increase in this department of school work in 
opportunity for creative expression has been distinctly 
satisfactory. The variety of hand work and art work 
has increased greatly. Correlation with the other school 
subjects has been more general than in previous years. 


In the creative work many pupils have shown special 
artistic ability. It is planned to develop this talent as 
fully as possible. | 


Music DEPARYMENT 


Both vocal and instrumental music have been em- 
phasized during the year. Class lessons for the violin and 
piano were offered to interested pupils. Opportunity for 
instruction was afforded during the regular hours of the 
school day. Jn some instances individuals were excused 
from their classrooms to practice. . 


One hundred and twenty boys and girls have been 
given piano lessons and 85 violin. Ninety of the piano 
and 65 of the violin pupils made successful progress. 
Many of those who showed ability were directed to pri- 
vate instruction. 

J. W. Fay who has been employed as musical direc- 
tor for next year will extend the instrumental music fur- 
Haecme the development of more school orchestras and 

ands. 


The improvement in music reflects credit on the 
special and classroom teachers who have co-operated 
diligently in their teaching. 


Mass ATHLETICS 


The physical education department has consider- 
ably widened the scope of athletics in the schools. I am 
sure that indications of more school spirit backing the 
athletics of each school will be a real assistance to this 
department in further development of this type of activ- 
ity. A copy of Miss Jackson’s report on this topic foi- 
lows. , | 
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Miss Jackson’s REPoRT 


“The physical education department wishes to 
thank the Board of Education for recently adding an 
additional teacher to the department. The addition made 
it possible to increase the number of mass athletic cen- 
ters for the boys.

School track meets and interschool game contests have 
been held at the completion of each game series. 


“Plainfield is one of the pioneer cities in the mass 
athletic movement. We think mass athletics will in time 
displace athletics for the few chosen on account of ex- 
ceptional prowess in athletic ability. In the fall and in 
the spring, the entire student body in grades 5, 6, 7 and 8 
is given a course in mass athletics as part of the regular 
school program. The purpose of this activity is to awak- 
en the interest of students who have not attended ath- 
letic centers, hoping thus to arouse their interest and 
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their latent capabilities in outdoor and indoor games. By 
this means they will be equipped with knowledge and 
actual experience of pleasant occupations and edee 
sports for future leisure hours. : 


“Occupation of leisure time along right channels is: 
a fundamental part of student training and through such 
avenues as here described, an opportunity is given to all. 


‘The completion of the two new gymnasiums at Max- 
son and at Hubbard Schools will greatly increase the 
facilities of the physical education department in its 
health activities and in its training for good sportsman- 
ship and interest in recreational development.” 


OPPORTUNITY CLASSES ° 


There were 90 pupils enrolled in our Binet classes 
in the Stillman School. There has been considerable ad- 
justment in the work of this school to make it function 
better. 


Mrs. Sara Williams has been in charge this year, 
and under her direction, the school has advanced in the 
service it is rendering boys and girls poorly adapted to 
the curriculum of the regular classroom. She has sub- 
mitted the following brief report of the aims of these 
classes, and the changes instituted during the year: 


“With the aim of our work in the Opportunity 
Classes always in mind, that is, to provide a practical 
training for the child that will enable him to be self sup- 
porting, useful and happy in the community after leaving 
school, we have laid emphasis this year on the following 
developments: 

Citizenship 
Social Adjustment 
School Spirit 
General Hygiene 


We have found our children to be helpful, cheerful, 
agreeable and generally happy in the work of the school 
program. Increased satisfaction and co-operation among 
the parents have been noticeable. 


— With continued emphasis on the practical problems 
which the child will have to solve upon leaving school, 
our purpose has been to keep the academic work simple, 
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applicable and within his mental grasp. The mental age 
range this year has been from 3.9 years to 11.6 years. 
In view of this our academic work has ranged from kin- 
dergarten to grade 5-B. 


In order to make our training more general and the 
greatest possible benefit to the children we have in- 
creased the time spent on hand work and, domestic and 
manual arts, to two, and in some cases three hours per 
day. We include in this list of activities: 


Domestic science | 
Cooking lunch for entire school every day | 
Laundry work 
Sewing 
Hand and machine 
Weaving 
From kindergarten mat weaving to work on 
large rug looms 
Basketry 
Chair Caning’ 
Woodworking 


This year we have added to the above mentioned activ- 
ities: | 
Mechanical Drawing 
Dressmaking 
Hooked Rug work 
Clay Modeling 
Concrete work 


Throughout the year I have had splendid co-opera- 
tion from the teachers who join me in expressing our 
appreciation of your many helpful criticisms and sug- 
gestions.” . 


Musicat ComMEpDY 


In the field of creative work the musical comedy, 
“Arabian Knights,’ was remarkably fine in its compo- 
sition and execution. The libretto was written by Miss 
Ruth LeFevre, dramatic teacher of the Plainfield High 
School, and the music by Howard S. Savage of the music 
department. 
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The scenery was designed by the students in the art 
classes under Miss Marion Clark and almost all the cos- 
tumes were designed and made by the members of the 
school. 


The characters were cast from the student body and 
faculty. The performance was excellent and highly 
favorable comment and praise were accorded the au- 
thors and participants. 


City GOVERNMENT 


Previous reference has been made of teachers fur- 
nishing concrete experiences to their pupils for the im- 
mediate education involved and for later project and co- 
relation work. The observance of City Government Day 
by the Plainfield High School was a school event of ma- 
jor importance in the system. It was an ideal educational 
project in the practical experience involved. The prep- 
aration for this day and its observance furnished valu- 
able civic information and practice to,each boy and girl 
in the school. 


The practical application of the principles learned 
in the project is so valuable that the report of Miss Helen 
M. Bond is given in detail. 


“REPORT OF PLAINFIELD HIGH SCHOOL 
CITY GOVERNMENT DAY 


On May 23rd, the boys and girls of the Plainfield 
High School in observance of City Government Day as- 
sumed control of municipal authority under the super- 
vision of the incumbent officials. 


The plan had been fostered by Mayor MacMurray 
who co-operated heartily with Mr. Best, the principal, 
and Miss Bond and the Social Science Department who 
had charge of the organizing and carrying out of the de- 
tails. First a committee of students comprising the presi- 
dents of the senior, junior, sophomore, and freshman 
classes, as well as members of the student council, and 
other school organizations directed the arrangements. 
They divided the entire school into four wards. Each 
ward was represented by two councilmen, with three 
councilmen-at-large, conforming to the city’s representa- 
tion in the Common Council. Beginning with the peti- 
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tions, every succeeding step was followed in a manner 
systematic, legal, and official. For a councilmanic posi- 
tion each candidate was required to have twenty-five sig- 
natures on his petition; for tax collector and city judge, 
fifty names; and for mayor seventy-five names. No 
student was permitted to sign more than one petition for 
mayor, tax collector, or city judge, but he might sign one 
for each of the two councilmen for his respective ward, 
and one for each of three councilmen-at-large. The en- 
tire school responded enthusiastically as evidenced by 
the convincing posters, (duly “paid for by campaign 
managers’), lively conversations, and earnest efforts. 
This culminated in a carefully planned primary on April 
25th with strict attention to ballotting, inspections, and 
counting by an enterprising committee. 


7 The 1200 pupils selected two candidates for each 
office from those nominated by petition as follows: for 
mayor; four; for city judge, three; for tax collector, two; 
for ward councilmen, sixteen; and for councilmen-at- 
large, six. After the primary, a spirited political rally 
was held in the auditorium where each successful aspir- 
ant presented his platform, personal qualifications, and 
plea for the support of the school in the general election. 
Each speaker cleverly and humorously urged current 
issues to distinct advantage, some of them having 
searched city records at the City Hall for more effective 
arguments. So much enthusiasm was shown that there 
could be no question as to the value of the project. The 
interest had obviously extended into the homes, because 
several parents, city officials, and members of the Board 
of Education were present. 


Two weeks after the primary, the general election 
was held in the same strictly official manner. This re- 
sulted in the selection of students representative of the 
best interests of the student body. The members selected 
and voted in a gratifying fashion. It was quite in keep- 
ing with the times that seven of the eleven members 
elected to the council were girls. 


Immediately after this the student officials prepared 
to learn their duties most minutely. The Junior Mayor 
assisted by his council appointed or elected the follow- 
ing officers to fill their respective positions on “The Day”; 
city engineer, clerk of the board of assessors, chief-of- 
police, captain of police, police lieutenant, two sergeants, 
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four patrolmen, city clerk, fire chief, deputy fire chief, 
fire captain, four firemen, corporation counsel, social 
worker, and stenographer to council. Each of the offi- 
cers had to familiarize himself with the requirements of 
the position. In further preparation for Municipal Gov- 
ernment Day on May 23rd the mayor, city clerk, and the 
councilmen attended a regular meeting of the Plainfield 
City Council to view more closely the real working of 
that body. They were introduced and greeted cordially 
by the real incumbents. At the close the Junior Council 
President invited the old council to ey with them on 
the following evening. 


The next day was ‘Municipal Day” for the students. 
Every point in the proceedings showed a marked co- 
operation of the city officials with the pupils. Each one 
was equally eager to contribute his share of time and ef- 
fort to supervising the young members.Each junior officer 
took up his respective duties painstakingly during the 
day, and in the evening the Junior Council met in the 
council chamber of the City Hall where a large audience 
of parents, city officials, and friends awaited them. 


Altogether this observance of City Government Day 
ranks as one of the major projects of Plainfield High 
School for the year. It accomplished the various pur- 
poses in the minds of those who instituted and developed 
the plan: of imparting to the student body firsthand 
knowledge of the methods of conducting an election, of 
selecting only the proper candidates, of learning intim- 
ately the duties and responsibilities of the various munici- 
pal offices and of correlating the school work with the 
practical problems of life. Incidentally it served to unify 
the classes most satisfactorily and to instill in them a 
sense of service. It served as well to acquaint the public 
with the ability of the younger generation. Its value has 
been so keenly appreciated that it may become a biennial 
erent in the training for the highest ideals of citizen- 
ship. 


But a small number of our many and varied school 
activities have been discussed. Some of those mentioned 
are the ones which have been receiving supervisory em- 
phasis during the year or are in accord with modern ed- 
ucational progress. 
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The instruction in other subjects or departments has 
been conducted on a high plane of efficiency as measured 
by achievement tests, the results of which indicate suc- 
cessful teaching. 


The principals and supervisors have been most help- 
ful in advancing the progress of the school. Their study 
of our problems, their recommendations and their care- 
ful, helpful supervision have been most important in the 
work of the year. 


The members of the Board of Education have been 
cordial in their support of educational progress. In clos- 
ing, I wish to make grateful acknowledgement to you for 
parents, pupils and for those engaged by you to conduct 
our school system.

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REPORT OF MANUAL AND FINE ARTS SUPERVISOR

My pear Mr. Cook: 


Herewith I am submitting my thirteenth annual re- 
port of the Industrial and Fine Arts department which is 
a brief resume of the following activities: Grade Hand- 
work and Drawing, Elementary Manual Training, High 
School Manual Training, Mechanical and Architectural 
Drawing, Home Economics, Special Classes, Continua- 
tion School, Fine Arts Work, Vocational Guidance, and 
Evening School. 


During the past year there has been much evidence 
of a marked improvement in our grade handwork and 
drawing. This is especially true in cases where directed 
work and instruction have been given the proper amount 
of attention. Improvement in technique, as a result of 
such instruction, gives the pupils an opportunity to inter- 
pret their ideas in a form of creative work that has direct 
educational value and is pleasing and satisfying to them- 
selves. Moreover, by understanding the correct method 
of procedure, the pupil is able to progress much more 
rapidly and to carry his creative work far beyond the 
point of limitation that is so evident when little or no in- 
struction is given. 


One of the features of our grade manual training 
is the variety of activities offered which now include pro- 
jects in wood, sheet metal, copper, cement, clay, elec- 
trical work, and printing. A new course has been devel- 
oped in “Home Mechanics” which will go into effect next 
September. The printing equipment recently installed 
in the Jefferson School, has fulfilled all expectations both 
as to general educational value and popularity. 


In the High School, well defined courses have been 
developed in electrical work, machine shop work, sheet 
metal work, and woodwork. These activities have be- 
come so popular that our shops are now too small to ac- 
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commodate all who wish to receive instruction. The in- 
creased enrollment in our four-year Industrial Arts 
course makes it imperative that provision be made for 
two more good sized shops in the very near future; other- 
wise the work will have to be considerably curtailed, 
which would be unfortunate in view of the ever increas- 
ing demand for it. 


In spite of several handicaps, a high standard of 
work is maintained in mechanical and architectural draw- 
ing; this is particularly true of the architectural drawing, 
some of which is equal to first and second year college 
work. In view of the fact that drawing has such signifi- 
cant vocational possibilities as well as other well defined 
values, better facilities for its development would be a 
distinct advantage. 


Our courses of study in home economics have recent- 
ly been revised as advocated by the State Department. 
The work has been divided into units, and more use is 
being made of lesson sheets. 


Education of the retarded child presents many real 
difficulties, some of which are by no means easy of solu- 
tion. The many problems that have to be faced in this 
particular phase of work, are being met with consider- 
able skill in the Stillman School, where there has been a 
marked improvement in all forms of Industria! Arts work 
and a noticeable difference in the attitude of the pupils 
enrolled. 


Eight years have passed since our Continuation 
school opened. During this time, a considerable number 
of young people have been enrolled for periods ranging 
from a few months to two years. Every effort has been 
made to give a type of instruction that functions in the 
lives of these young workers. Our facilities for doing 
this are unusually good and there is much evidence to 
show that this phase of education is receiving adequate 
attention, which is fully appreciated by the pupils, par- 
ents, and employers. 


Satisfactory progress has been made in the Fine and 
Applied Arts work. Both in the grades and High School, 
more attention has been given to ‘“‘applied art.’’ The 
High School classes in jewelry, pottery, metal work, 
leather work, and batik have been very popular and 
some excellent results have been obtained. Considerable 
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interest has been shown in the new Art Appreciation 
course and plans are now under way for the further de- 
velopment of this subject. We are gradually reorganiz- 
ing our art department so that better facilities and op- 
portunities may be offered those who have talent in this 
field. This is in line with a very definite movement 
throughout the country to discover talent in our public 
schools and then to offer opportunities for its develop- 
ment. 


The emphasis that is being placed on Vocational 
Guidance is gradually bringing desirable results. All of 
our 8th grade pupils now make definite studies of nu- 
merous vocations and some time is being devoted to a 
systematic analysis of the various courses offered in the 
High School. While it is not to be expected that all of 
our grammar school graduates will choose a vocation or 
High School course suited to their particular ability, 
nevertheless, an increased number are giving much more 
careful consideration to their choice of a vocation and 
the educational training necessary for success in their 
chosen field of work. The value of Vocational Guidance 
even when instituted in a more or less limited way, can- 
not be over-estimated. 


During the past two years, there has been a consid- 
erable growth in our Evening School and there is every 
indication that this growth will continue; this is especial- 
ly true of the industrial and apprenticeship training 
classes. If we are to carry on this work effectively and 
meet the increasing demand for it, additional shops will 
be necessary. These shops would serve a double purpose 
as they could be used by day school classes; moreover, 
they would serve as a good training center for some of 
our over-aged boys who might with advantage, be spend- 
ing a considerable part of their time in some form of pre- 
vocational work. The nucleus for such a group would 
come not only from our grade schools, but also from the 
High School where we have an ever increasing number 
of boys who would profit considerably by this type of 
training. 


Just as in other fields of educational endeavor, each 
year brings new problems in the development of our In- 
dustrial and Fine Arts activities. We are fortunate in 
having a staff of well-trained teachers capable of meet- 
ing these various problems as they arise, and also in hav- 
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ing an administration that recognizes the importance of 
this particular phase of education. This support is fully 
appreciated by the Industrial and Fine Arts department 
and acts as an incentive for still further development. 
America always has been and probably always will be 
an industrial country in every sense of the word. Over 
90% of all who are gainfully employed are obtaining 
their livelihood in some field of industry and it is fitting 
that our public schools should recognize this important 
_ fact and give adequate preliminary training for such 
work. Neither must we overlook the fact that from the 
standpoint of appreciation and consumers interest, the 
Industrial and Fine Arts work has a very definite place 
in every modern school system.
